City Board Meets 
Thursday Night

The Circleville Board of Education 
met 
in regular session 
Thursday 
evening in the Board offices in the 
Junior High building. 
President Bob Johnson called the 
meeting to order at 7:35 p.m. 
The first order of business was to 
hear from John Robinson, who con­ 
tracts 
with the 
Board 
for tran­ 
sportation of children to special 
classes in Columbus, london, Canal 
Winchester, and Orient State Institute. 
Robinson stated that he figured his 
cost on a per-child, per-day basis, and 
with the recent shutdowns of schools in 
Columbus and other areas, he would 
have to take a cut in the money he 
receives. Robinson stated that he feels 
that he should charge the Board for 
days that were not actually traveled. 
According to 
Robinson, the state 
government reimburses the Boards of 


Education, and he feels that he should 
be reim bursed also. 
Superintendent Fritz Jacobs replied 
that he could not authorize payment 
for anything other than days when the 
schools were in session. 
Robinson said that according to 
officials that he had talked to in 
Worthington, Boards of 
Education 
would be reimbursed for travel on 
days when school was not in session. 
A fter discussing the situation, 
Robinson agreed with the Board that 
he would submit a bill for days that 
schools were actually in session. He 
will then submit a bill for the days in 
question for the Board to act on 
separately. 
Follow ing the discussion 
with 
Robinson, the Board went into com­ 
mittee reports. The Board upheld their 
policy regarding leaves of absence as 
it exists.

Gunman Grabbed 
At Indianapolis 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Anthony G. 
Kirtitsis, the revenge-minded gunman 
who thought he could walk away free 
by releasing unharmed a hostage he 
held for 63 hours, instead faces kid­ 
naping charges after police grabbed 
him in what he called “a cheap shot.” 
Despite a promise of immunity from 
prosecution, Kiritsis, 44, was seized 
Thursday night after he freed mor­ 
tgage company executive Richard 0. 
Hall from a third-story apartm ent he 
had fooled police into thinking was 
rigged with dynamite. 
City Begins 
Temporary 
Patching 


C irclev ille^ Service D epartm ent 
began tem porary patching of chuck 
holes Thursday with a cold mix pat­ 
ching m aterial, according to Woody 
Jones. 
The m aterial has been frozen in the 
stock piles of the supplier and has been 
unavailable for loading and use. 
The patching will continue in all 
areas of the city as long as weather 
permits, Jones said. 
Motorists should use care in driving 
since some streets are in extremely 
bad shape due to chuck holes, soft 
pavement, and soft berms. 
D epartm ent personnel are also 
cleaning in front of storm inlets 
throughout the city so that melting 
snow can get into the storm sewers. 
Due to the lack of sufficient man­ 
power and the large number of streets, 
city crews are unable to clean the 
pavement and gutters in front of 
residences and businesses. Property 
owners can help by making sure that 
the water is not backing up excessively 
in front of their property. 
Weather permitting, Department of 
Public Service crews will be working 
tomorrow on both patching and storm 
inlet cleaning, Jones said. 


Kiritsis, enraged because he felt 
Hall’s company swindled him in a 
property deal, was held on $250,000 
bond awaiting arraignm ent on state 
kidnaping charges. 


Hall, 42-year-old father of four, was 
taken out by stretcher, checked briefly 
at a hospital and returned to his 
family. 
Authorities 
said 
his only 
physical scars from the three-day, 
twonight ordeal were minor abrasions 
on his neck and wrists. 


Police, who had waited frustrated 
outside the building since the siege 
began T uesday, entered K iritsis’ 
apartm ent to discover that what he 
had claimed 
was 
IOO 
pounds of 
dynamite wired to explode was nothing 
more than a maze of string, weighted 
to break two glass wine jugs — 
possibly filled with gasoline — placed 
near a single burning candle. 
Prosecutors said the immunity offer 
was invalid because Kiritsis failed to 
keep his part of an agreement to let 
Hall come out of the building alone. 
Instead, Kiritsis shocked police by 
marching Hall out with the shotgun he 
used to abduct him still wired to hts 
victim ’s neck. 
Surrounded by police sharpshooters, 
K iritsis then staged a 30-minute 
confrontation on live television, 
altern ately cursing, shouting and 
joking with reporters and onlookers as 
Hall stood frozen in fear. He repeated 
his statement that he abducted Hall 
because he was convinced the mor­ 
tgage company had tried to cheat him 
on a $130,000 land loan.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Columbia 
Gas of Ohio has abandoned an effort to 
overturn a state law which forces the 
utility to charge only customers that 
use high-priced emergency gas for its 
extra cost. 


The gas company backed away 
Thursday from its request for tem ­ 
porary suspension of the law, after 
Atty. Gen. William J. Brown said it did 
not bar Columbia from providing 
residential 
custom ers 
with 
emergency, deregulated natural gas. 


Columbia Board Chairman Marvin 
E. White said if the Public Utilities 
Commission of Ohio followed the at­ 
torney general’s informal opinion, 
“Columbia no longer feels its request 
for suspension of the law is required.” 
Brown’s 
interpretation 
does 
not 
carry the force of law, but PUCO has 
not previously said the law would 
prevent gas companies from chan­ 
neling emergency gas to homeowners 
and renters and billing them for its 
use. The issue was raised by Columbia 
earlier this week. 
W hite had contended that the 
technical wording of one section of the 
law prohibited Columbia from making 
residential 
custom ers 
pay 
for 
emergency gas even if it were pur­ 
chased on the decontrolled market for 
their use. “Until the opinion was 
issued,” White said Thursday, “there 
was serious doubt in Columbia’s mind 
as to how the statute would be applied 
to 
emergency 
gas purchases 
for 
residential use under the new federal 
law.” The federal action lifted price 
controls on interstate gas until Aug. 1. 
“The necessity for the attorney 
general to make an interpretation 
points up the ambiguity of the statute 
and the confusions it has created,” 
White said. 
In a letter to legislative leaders, 
Brown said he saw no reason why 
emergency gas could not be purchased 
for residential users and billed to 
them , as long as some of the same high 
cost gas was used to ease cutbacks to 
industrial and commercial customers. 


Sheriff 
Praises 
Efforts 


Pickaway County Sheriff Dwight 
Radcliff today praised the community 
and the many people who took part in 
giving assistance during the recent 
severe weather. 
With the break in the weather, it 
looks like the community has “ about 
licked the problems we faced for 
several weeks,” he said. 
Sheriff Radcliff noted that Pickaway 
County was not prepared to cope with 
the severe weather and he feels that 
through 
the efforts 
of 
many, 
a 
“splendid job” was done in providing 
essential service to disaster victims. 
The County Engineer’s Department 
and the township trustees spent many 
thankless hours opening roads in the 
county only to find them drifting closed 
again as fast as they were cleared. 
When the blizzard hit on January 28, 
“our problems really began” arid John 
Deist, Pickaw ay County D isaster 
Services Coordinator, was then able to 
secure the services of the 
Ohio 
National Guard, he said. 
Along with the Pickaway County 
Red Cross and React and Rescue, 24- 
hour 
em ergency 
services 
were 
provided 
with 
47-people 
being 
evacuated to private or 
public 
shelters. For the next several days, 
these agencies worked closely with the 
Sheriff’s Office in delivering food, fuel 
and medicine to other families that 
were still stranded by snow blocked 
roads and driveways. 
Additionally, 
Sheriff 
Radcliff 
praised the many farm ers, individuals 
and CBer’s who assisted his depart­ 
ment and volunteered their services 
and offered shelter for needy people 
during the recent emergency. 
The sheriff feels that the people in 
Pickaway County have been “ brought 
closer together” by the disaster and 
the community will be able to better 
cope with any future emergencies. 
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After receipt of the letter, House 
Speaker Venial G. Riffe Jr., I >-89 New 
Boston, and Senate Majority Leader 
Oliver Ocasek, IV27 Akron, issued a 
joint statem ent scolding th e gas 
company. 
“ If Columbia is attempting to cover 
up bad management decisions by 
using enacted legislation and the 
weather as its scapegoat, we will not 


tolerate that,” they said. 
“ Columbia should get on with the 
business of serving its customers. It 
should begin to think of the public it 
serves," the two Democrats added. 
Riffe and Ocasek said, “ if the only 
gas left is emergency gas, then the 
homeowner will receive it and pay for 
it.” Ohio gas companies have not yet 
dipped uito the decontrolled market 


supply the residential sector. 
At the Statehouse, the Senate 
Energy and I*ublic Utilities Com­ 
mittee heard a bill calling for popular 
election—rather than appointment—of 
public utility commissioners. 
Tile PUCO, which regulates gas, 
electric and telephone companies, is 
currently made up of three com­ 
missioners appointed by the governor.

Hie Motion P idure Academy put 
sleeper “ Rocky” and “ Network,” the 
slashing saga of the television in­ 
dustry, atop the heap of 1976 movies 
Thursday, with IO nominations each. 


“ Rocky,” the story of a down-and- 
out boxer’s grab for the top, also won 
nominations for best supporting ac­ 
tress, diredm g, editing, best original 
song, 
best 
sound 
work 
and two 
nominations for best supporting ador. 
“Network’s” Peter Finch, who died 
Jan. 
14 of a heart attack, 
was 
nominated for an Oscar as best actor 
for his portrayal as a mad newscaster 
in the film. Finch’s co-star, William 
Holden, also won a nomination in the

Electric Supply OK For Now 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Electricity 
supplies will be tight along the West 
Coast in coming months because of dry 
weather, but experts say the rest of the 
nation should have enough electricity 
for a few years. 
Western utilities say they should get 
through 
peak 
sum m er 
electric 
demands, barring such unusual cir­ 
cum stances 
as 
abnorm ally 
hot 
w eather or excessive generating 
equipment breakdowns. 
But drought has cut deeply uito 
w ater supplies used to generate 
hydroelectric power and some utilities 
will 
be 
at 
close 
to 
m axim um 
generating capacity to meet normal 
demand with little or no reserves. 
Utilities in the far West admit that 
excessive dem and or equipm ent 
problems could result in selective 
blackouts and send them scrambling 
to buy power elsewhere, if it’s avail­ 
able.

utilities as a whole have a 34 per cent 
reserve margin in generating ca­ 
pacity. He said this is the extra 
capacity between the highest demand 
expected this sununer 
350,000 
m egawatts - and the present capacity 
to generate electricity 
522,000 mega­ 
watts. 


But Israel said most of this extra 
capacity is in the eastern half of the 
country and ‘Just because there is 
capacity in the East doesn’t mean it 
will be available to the West.” 
Israel and other officials said good 
interconnections among eastern power 
grids allow them to deliver extra 
power to areas in trouble to the south 
and through the midwest There also 
are good power connections west of the 
Rocky Mountains. 
But the western system is poorly 
connected to the eastern one and they 
can’t give each other much help, ex­ 
perts say. 
Jack L. Weiss, acting chief of the 
Federal Power Commission’s Bureau 
of Power, said the western system ’s 
reserve generating capacity probably 
is enough to ease through the summer 
without major problems. 
“ Most of the utilities think they can 
get by and they should be all right, 
barring any major outages or other 
problems,” Weiss said. “ But they may 
have 
to 
draw 
down 
on 
their 
(hydropower) reservoirs, which are 
already low, and this could hurt next 
year.” 
Officials noted that California had 


similar problems last year, but was 
able to g<l excess hydroelectric power 
from the northwest. 


But this year, 
Washington 
and 
Oregon will tx* hardpressed to supply 
their own needs, authorities say. 
Because of the drought, mountain 
snowpacks are less than 25 per cent 
normal. 
Weiss said Southern California 
utilities should be able to produce 
enough oil-generated power to get by, 
but northern parts of the state may 
have more difficulty 
Southw estern 
states 
such 
as 
Arizona, Utah and New Mexico also 
are in a power squeeze because of the 
drought, but authorities say their 
position isn’t as serious as that of 
Northern California. 
Texas utilities, affected by dry 
weather and not connected with in­ 
terstate power grids, don’t see elec­ 
tricity supply problems this year 
unless there are generator break­ 
downs.

WASHINGTON (AP) - After less 
than a month in office, President 
Carter is longing for the peanut fields 
of home. And that's where he will 
spend the weekend. 
Carter planned to journey to his 
Plains, Ga., home today for the first 
time as President after a series of 
White House meetings on foreign af­ 
fairs, defense and economic matters. 
His first meeting was with 
a 
delegation from the National League 
of Families, a group pressing for an 
accounting of men missing in action 
from the Vietnam war. 
He also planned to confer with 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance and 
the U.S. negotiators in the Panama 
Canal treaty talks, Ambassadors 
Ellsworth Bunker and Sol Linowitz. 
Bunker and linowitz leave for Pan­ 
ama on Sunday, with the talks starting 
a week later. 
Carter planned to discuss New York 
City’s finances with Mayor Abraham 
Beame. 
He also set up a business luncheon on 
the defense budget with Vance, 


National Security Adviser Zbigniew 
Brzezinski and budget director Bert 
Ijance, with Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown joining in later.

NEW YOKE (A P) - The gam e 
could be lost, Thom as Wilcox feels, if 
we don’t learn to recognize that m any 
of our incentives, our goals and our 
attitudes are eroding the sytem that 
m ade A m erica so productive. 
Tile gam e is economic. Considering 
how we play it — with big governm ent 
d e b t, 
u n p ro d u c tiv e 
m ake-w ork 
projects, a tax policy that discourages 
investing — Wilcox feels we’re heading 
tow ard the wrong goal line. 


’Hie system we should be defending, 
says Wilcox, chairm an of C alifornia’s 
big Crocker N ational Bank, is private 
enterprise capitalism . Capital is the 
investm ent for tools, factories, jobs. 
And so, like a coach, he would put in 
a new gam e plan, one that would en­ 
courage investm ent, productivity and 
econom ic growth. He proposes a Full 
Productivity Act. 
Wilcox recognizes that a som ewhat 
sim ilar m essage 
has 
been 
stated 
before, too often in negative form , and 
too often not listened to. 


In the past 25 years, he said, there 
has been a separation of business from 
the larger com m unity, at least in the 
thinking of the public and, too often he 
feels, in the attitude of w ellm eaning 
but big-spending legislators. 
“ M ay b e ,” 
he 
w ondered, 
“ it ’s 
because business w as too occupied 
with profists.” But profit, he said. is 
“the nam e of the gam e.” Profits are 
needed to pay for tools, plants and 
jobs. 
“ You can ’t legislate jobs,” he said. 
“ There is only one way to create them 


and th at is by investing cap ital.” 
Ironic, he m used, that the very job- 
creating process of saving and in­ 
vesting is so often denigrated. 
He referred to an address he gave to 
the Los Angeles R otary Club in 1975, 
about a year after leaving the ch air­ 
m anship of Blyth E astm an Dillon & 
(m ., one of the world’s largest in­ 
vestm ent banking finns. 
“ Investm ent m ust be earned and 
saved,” he said then, but “ we have 
tieen doing everything we could to 
discourage saving and penalize the 
saver. Inflation discourages saving. 
Our tax structure discourages saving; 
o u r 
c eilin g s 
on 
in te re st 
ra te s 
discourage saving.” 
“ Industrial society and all the rules 
and 
regulations 
should 
be 
tested 
against the criterion of enhancing or 
w eakening the capitalist system ,” he 
continued. 
However, he feels legislatures and 
m uch of the public, do not m ake th at 
test but, instead, often m easure their 
goals m ainly in term s of social equity 
which, how ever adm irable, is itself 
endangered if the system is ruined. 
The system will create jobs and the 
m eans to tackle social problem s if new 
facilities and projects are encouraged, 
he feels. If the system is underm ined, 
he said, no am ount of good will can pay 
for social goals. 
And so he proposes “ we enact into 
law a basic policy relating to our 
econom ic environm ent to encourage 
investm ent for jobs and grow th, and to 
enhance the quality of life for our 
people."

In chronic glaucom a, there is 
no pain, no spasm odic blurry vision, no 
quick dim ness of sight.

If the 
eye is filled with undrained fluid it will 
render a higher reading than, say, 13 to 
21 m illim eters of m ercury. Dr. Hans 
Goldm an of Sw itzerland says th ere is

pressure - “only a dam aging one or a 
safe one.” 
P ressure dam ages the optic nerve 
behind the eyeball. It reduces nourish­ 
m ent An injured nerve reduces sight. 
It never returns to full strength. 
Acute glaucom a 
is different. 
It 
com es with blinding headaches. Dr. 
Kolker calls it “ a toothache in the 
ey e.” U ntreated, it can cause com plete 
blindness in two days. T reatm ent 
consists of pilocarpine drops in the 
eye. 


This decreases the size of the pupil 
and often reopens drainage canals. A 
drug called Diamox can be given. This 
slows the m anufacture of fluid in the 
eye. A hypersom atic, glycerine, will 
reduce the am ount of fluid in the 
vitreous quickly. 
G lau co m a , w h eth er c h ro n ic or 
acute, is treatab le. It cannot be cured. 
The world of m edicine has reached a 
stage w here it can stop the th reat of 
blindness in its tracks. 
It cannot 
restore 
sight 
m erely 
stop 
it 
at 
w hatever level it h as attained when 
treatm en t begins. 


Most of us are fairly faithful in 
having an annual exam ination. Our 
brains 
are 
im prisoned 
in 
fragile 
structures called the body. Our doctors 
exam ine the p arts and give us counsel 
about weight, blood pressure, heart, 
lungs, kidney function, m any things. 
He m erely peeks into each eye to see 
if the blood vessels are engorged. He 
gives it as m uch attention as his peek 
into your ears. 
An optom etrist can prescribe proper 
glasses. An optician will grind them 
and fit them . Only the ophthalm ologist 
is qualified to look inside your eyes, 
study the optic nerves and tell you th at 
your windows on the world are in 
reasonably good health. 
Eyes are rationed. Only two to a 
custom er . . .

The Guild said th at since the Bulletin 
had carried the nam eplates of the 
struck papers, it w as subject to the 
sam e sanctions and pickets w ere set 
up early today at Bulletin entrances.

representation, w as fully staffed, but 
union m echanical and delivery' em ­ 
ployes refused to cross the picket line.

The 
nam e “ lupus” in Latin m eans “ wolf.” 
The nam e w as first given to the 
disease because the discoloration, or 
redness, of the skin resem bled a wolf 
bite. 
One of the problem s associated with 
LE can m im ic the sym ptom s of m any 
other diseases, and strike m any parts 
of the body, often confusing even the 
most expert physicians. 
Although the exact cause is vague,

in fo rm atio n 
is

cum ulated and new diagnostic blood 
studies are already available to flush 
out suspected cases. 
The disease is not contagious and is 


not considered to be hereditary.

I’m one of m any parents in the Teays 
Valley D istrict who is outraged over 
the B oard of E ducation’s decision to 
“ m ake up” th ree lost school days on 
the th ree Saturdays in February. 
G ranted, the children should m ake 
up the days — but why notoriously cold 
F e b ru a ry ? W hy d id n ’t th e y use 
P resident’s Day, Monday, F ebruary 
21st and the Monday after E aster? Or, 
any Saturday in April or May would be 
m uch w arm er than now. 
The vast m ajority of our children 
ride school buses. When roads are as 
treacherous as they are now, very 
often having only one lane open to 
traffic, even the best of drivers have 
accidents. We parents worry about 
them riding the bus five days a week, 
now we have to w orry six. Another 
thing is the cold — this m orning at IO 
below they w ait on the bus, not 
knowing if it will be on tim e, or 15-20 
m inutes late. Most children cannot 
stand at their door and run out to m eet 
the bus. Many have a long walk to the 
road in order to see it coming. They 
have to be th ere waiting. 
Also, children report the classroom s 
are cold, necessitating sitting with a 
jacket or coat on. This definitely is not 
a good learning environm ent. Also, it 
will cost m ore to keep the buildings 
heated on S aturdays, using m ore fuel, 
and according to news reports, there is 
a shortage. 
Now, had they decided to m ake up 
these days in April or May, when 
w arm er w eather prevails, none of 
these anxieties would exist. Or, extend 
the school y ear a few days beyond 
June 2. 
My conclusion for their reasoning is 
the students a re being penalized for 
being home so m uch, and for some 
parents this will get them out of the 
house — regardless 
of the 
cold, 
dangerous roads and excessive fuel 
usage. In my opinion, the board was 
not considering the best solution for a 
bad situ a tio n . C e rta in ly w a rm e r 
w eather could have m ade m ore sense.

Eleven 
million 
teenagers are estim ated to be sexually 
active. Yet nearly half of the teenagers 
at risk of unw anted pregnancy are not 
receiving fam ily planning services. 
To curb the epidem ic of teenage 
pregnancies, we m ust help adolescents 
to deal responsibly with their sexuality 
and prevent pregnancies they don’t 
want. R elevant sex education courses, 
including accurate 
inform ation 
on 
contraceptive use and the risks of 
unprotected intercourse, is essential. 
We would hope th at in the near future 
this inform ation will be incorporated 
in the curriculum of all our local 
schools.

(A.) No. It is not true. This is nothing 
but a hoax. 
(Q.) Exactly how many states have 
awarded Vietnam bonus payments to 
veterans who were residents of the 
states? 
(A.) To date, a total of 19 states and 
one possession have awarded a bonus 
to Vietnam Veterans. Time has ex­ 
pired on 7 of these states. Those that 
still hqve eligibility time left are: 
Connecticut, Guam, 
Illinois, Iowa, 
Louisiana, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
New Hampshire, North Dakota, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, and 
Vermont. 
(Q.) A veteran in receipt of pension 
dies on the last day of the month. Is his 
widow entitled to receive and negotiate 
the check received on the first of the 
following month? 
(A .) No. The check should be 
returned.

D ES M OINES, Iowa (A P ) - A 
woman who begged for rescue from a 
fire escape and the daughter she held 
in her arms were among the four 
people who died as fire gutted a de­ 
caying apartment building. 
“ God, the look on her face,” said one 
of the helpless bystanders. 
At least IO were injured in the 
Wednesday blaze, including a man 
who jumped from a fourth-floor 
window. 
Vivian Rand, 26, perished as she 
begged .someone to save her daughter, 
Sonya, 5, who died later of bums at 
University Hospitals in Iowa City. 
The first fire truck on the scene had 
been 
inspecting 
buildings nearby. 
Eyewitnesses said it had no ladders, 
and firemen stood nearly helpless as 
occupants screamed for help and 
dropped children to persons on the 
ground before leaping themselves. 
“ I saw people hanging on fire 
escapes and dropping to the ground,” 
said Jay Furnas, 20, the building 
manager. “ Others were jumping from 
windows.” 
Jim Furnas. 18, his brother, said he 
was on the ground as Mrs. Rand 
screamed, “ Save my baby, save my 
baby” from a third floor fire escape. 
Furnas said he and others tried to talk 
the woman into climbing down, but she 
refused, saying the metal handrails 
were too hot. 
“ She had the child in her hands. As I 
stood there, she screamed and started 
to bum,” Furnas said. 
Furnas said firemen later managed 
to get to the child, but left the mother’s 
body “to go after somebody who was 
alive.” 
The child was taken to a Des Moines 
hospital and later flown to the bum 
center at University Hospitals in Iowa 
City, where she died of her bums. 
The other two victims, whose bodies 
were taken from a fourth floor apart­ 
ment, were identified as Nellie Hall, 
55, and I-irry Gene Thomas, 28.

PH ILA D ELPH IA (A P) - Jerome 
Kurtz, a 45-year-old tax lawyer, says 
Treasury Secretary 
W, 
Michael 
Blumenthal has asked him to head the 
Internal Revenue Service. 
Treasury Department sources said 
Wednesday that Kurtz, who was the 
department’s chief tax 
legislative 
counsel from 1966 to 1968, had been 
selected. 
But they added that 
a 
security check was necessary before 
the announcement could be made. 
When Kurtz was in the Treasury 
Department, he directed a staff of 
lawyers and accountants which ad­ 
vised the treasury on tax matters, 
helping lay the groundwork for the Tax 
Reform Act of 1969. 
If Kurtz is appointed, the Senate 
must also approve. 


“ Most Americans want to help feed

years, I decided to look further into the 
problem. In the process, I discovered 
that a majority of the world goes to bed 
hungry and some 10,000 people die 
every day from starvation.” 
Hie people of the East Ringgold 
church 
decided to help in 
some 
tangible way by participating in a 
national “ I/jve I>oaf” program. Small 
coin containers, shaped like miniature 
loaves of bread, have been distributed 
to the families of the church. “ These 
are being kept on the dinner tables,” 
explained Rev. Swanton, “ as a 
reminder that while we have much, 
others have little or nothing to eat. I 
think it is also a way parents can teach 
their children compassion. As the 
family prays for the world’s needy, 
they also put coins in the Love Ixiaf 
each day. Even the smallest child can 
participate. His penny will provide a 
week’s supply of vitamins to someone 
suffering from malnutrition. A dime 
will provide someone else with a full

“ If the price is raised, we’re taming 
about new gas, new wells,” said 
Vernon Wilson, an independent driller, 
representing the association. 
Wilson said the price of natural gas 
remained flat between 1954 and 1970 
while the cost of living escalated. 
“ There was not enough return on 
investment for wells to be drilled,” he 
said Thursday. “ I ’m talking about 
them not drilling wells because there’s 
not enough profit—a lot of them 
(drillers) are going broke.” 
“ It’s there,” Wilson replied when 
asked about reports of natural gas 
shortages. 
He cited a U.S. Geological Survey 
report that said as much gas was still 
untapped underground as has been 
produced since drilling began up to 
this point in time. 
Wilson said government regulation 
and artificial controls on wellhead 
prices of natural gas had erased much 
of the incentive for drilling. 
The number of wells drilled in Ohio 
increased to almost 2,000 last year 
after hitting a low for recent years of 
about 1,200 in 1975, he said. But even 
with full production, Ohio drillers 
could not meet the state’s natural gas 
demand, Wilson conceded. 
The 
federal 
government 
has 
deregulated the price of interstate 
natural gas until Aug. I to meet 
present shortages. 
Wilson was interviewed on WCMH- 
TV. 


Ohio River, "the most devastating 
flood in its history,” could be in the 
making.

“ Huge ice and snow buildup in states 
bordering Ohio makes heavy flooding 
possible sometime in late winter or 
early spring,” Rhodes said after 
making a survey of river conditions 
two weeks ago. 
“ An early meeting will lay the 
foundation for a coordinated effort that 
will be necessary to minimize the con­ 
sequences of such a disaster. If we act 
now, we can possibly prevent millions 
of dollars of damage and the loss of 
many lives.” 
Tom McPhillips, hydrologist for the 
River Forecasting Center—said, 
“there is much more water equivalent, 
but the physcial causes for a flood just 
aren’t there.” 
McPhillips noted that the Ohio River 
has never flooded because of snow 
alone, and he observed that ground 
underneath the snow is warm and 
appears able to absorb runoff when it 
occurs.

Paul Brow n Recalls 
G ridiron 'O ld D a y s' 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Paul Brown 
remembers what it was like in the “ old 
days.” 
Those were the days before Ed 
Garvey became the attorney for the 
players of the National Football 
_. I/eague, and things started getting 
confusing for football front offices. 
Brown, as general manager of the 
Cincinnati Bengals, is part of that NFL 
hierarchy, but he is also part of the 
league’s history. 
He gained a place in the NFL Hall of 
Fame after building a dynasty at 
Cleveland, and he is working on a 
winner here. 
He remembers the old days of the 
1950s when Bert 
Bell 
was com­ 
missioner and he was coach of the 
Cleveland Browns. 
“ Our society is different,” Brown 
said. “ Elements that made things go 
just sort of worked together. For one 
^ 
thing, the money was entirely differ­ 
ent—this being before television, of 
course—and the players played a few 
years then went to work. 
“ Tile job is so lucrative now that 


they don’t want to give it up. They 
want to keep playing even after they’re 
finished. Professional football used to 
bt? played to get that first down 
payment on a house, that first child, 
that first automobile. It was an in­ 
terlude in their lives, a time when they 
were young and fresh out of college, 
and they had the zest to play the game. 
It wasn’t looked upon as a career.” 


Brown remembers those “ friendly” 
chats that Bert Bell had with the 
players. He recalls Bell advised 
players to “ enjoy this game while you 
can, but work on something else during 
the off-season so you have a career 
when you quit playing football.” 


There are also memories of when the 
“ players union” was nothing to fear. 
“ It really wasn’t a union,” Brown 
recalled, “ it was a players’ group, no 
big thing, for a long time. It was a 
social association, a chance to get 
together, perhaps have a golf tourna­ 
ment. That’s how it started out. I didn’t 
pay much attention to it. Nobody did.”

He’s had 
a total of seven birdie putts of 20 feet or 
more, two of them from 40 feet or 
more. 
“ Absolutely fabulous golf,” said 
Bruce Lietzke, the only man able to 
keep Massengale in sight. “ He is 
definitely the man to beat.”

season and suddenly the hottest man 
on the tour. He extended to 23 the 
number of consecutive rounds at par 
or better with a 67 that put him in sec­ 
ond place at 134.

Some track buffs are predicting a 
likely upset for the 21-year-old kid 
from across the Atlantic who has put a 
splash of green on the cardinal and 
white colors of the University of 
Arkansas, where he is studying to be 
an engineer.

Then 
he clocked 2:05.5 in the 1000 meters, 
second fastest ever. 
McDonnell was touring his native 
Ireland for track talent four years ago 
when he paused in a little village of 
Adare, a community of 500 to 600 
people, and caught sight of a scrawny 
kid in a high school race. 
“ He didn’t win, he really didn’t look 
very impressive,” the Arkansas coach 
said. “ But I was impressed by the 
boy’s leg speed.” 
The next day McDonnell visited the 
boy’s farm home — crawling with kids, 
eight in all — and offered Niall a 
college education if he would come to 
America 
and 
run races for the 
University of Arkansas. 
“ Arkansas? What’s Arkansas?” the 
wide-eyed O’Shaughnessy asked.

COLUMBUS - Eighteen- 
year-olds are now eligible to 
apply for licensing as a steam 
engineer or boiler operator, 
according to rule changes 
recently adopted by the Ohio 
Department of Industrial

He charged 
that Kinney acted as “ a partisan 
bureaucrat” at the bidding of Rhodes 
who worked hard last fall to defeat 
Hall and other Democratic candidates 
for the legislature. 
The governor said rn ms leiier nun 
Kinney should be allowed to serve on 
the 
basis 
of 
his 
professional 
qualifications, and that the Senate 
“ should do what is best for Mr. Kinney 
and what is best for the people of 
Ohio.” 
In last year's campaign, Hall’s 
opponent, Ted L. Brown of Dayton, a 
Republican, used both the print and 
broadcast media to charge that 
Democrats 
generally 
and 
Hall 
specifically had been responsible for a 
$20 million increase in Montgomery 
County property taxes. 
Hall charged that figures supplied 
by Kinney’s office were “ distorted,” 
and did not take into account such 
things as new construction, which 
increased property values, or bond 
issue renewals and voted hikes in 
millage. 
Rhodes said the figures supplied by 
Kinney were available to anyone upon 
request, and were not prepared for 
political purposes.

Haley, who has been in the Army 
since he was 18, said it was not until he 
was sent to Vietnam in 1969-70 that he 
really got to know his father, who 
himself spent 20 years in the Coast 
Guard. 
“ I think we became closer than ever 
before. He shared my anxieties and 
wrote long, detailed letters which 
made me fully aware that he was 
working steadily on 
Roots,’” the 
soldier said. 
Haley said writing is “ not one of my 
talents.

5. Dram and blow out water boilers in furnaces and all other 
water holding piping and equipment. 


In addition to using fireplaces, if electricity is available, burn­ 
ing lights and operating electrical appliances can provide 
some heat inside the structure but care must be exercised to 
prevent fires.
